,world is on the verge of quitting 
the gold standard, leaving France 
and America holding a demoralized 
metal, has been considered In world 
bank circles but apparently Is' re- 
garded as improbable.

sources. It is considered that there 
is scarcely" any likelihood that Ger- 
many or Italy will suspend the gold 
standard and these 'countries, with 
American and France, constitute a 
strong factor for maintenance of the 
gold basis. 


While some observers believe that 


proposals for some kind of an In 
ternational currency are still being 
discussed by international hanking 
leaders, the majority opinion is that 
such a proposal cannot at this time 
attain practical form.

Change 
Needed in Public 


. Sentiment on Crime, 


President States 


. Washington—(/P>—Change In pub- 


lic sentiment, shifting from the crim- 
inal to the policeman the .-ole o£ pop- 
ular'hero, was advocated today by 
President Hoover as one means of 
stamping out excessive crime.- 


In a radio message to the opening 


meeting of the International Associ- 
ation of Chiefs of Police at St. Pet- 
ersburg, Fla., he 
condemned 
the 


"glorification of cowardly 
gang- 
sters." The president spoke from 
the cabinet 
room of the 
"White 


House. 
"In the United States a major re- 


sponsibility rests upon the shoulders 
of our chiefs of police," the presi- 
dent said^ "Ours is a form of gov- 
ernment where the task and respon- 
sibility of maintenance of organized 
society through its never-ending bat- 
tle against crime rests upon each lo- 
cal community. 


"The 
chiefs of police occupy a po- 


sition of high command in that ser- 
vice. In not-- a few of our commun- 
ities the police have been subject -to 
criticism. That criticism arises from 
the exception and not the rule in po- 
lice conduct. 


"Moreover, .there Is a sentimental-' 


Ism in some people 
-which makes 


popular heroes 
out of 
criminals 


which needs,replacement by a senti- 
mentalism that makes a 
popular 


hero of the policeman for the cour- 
age and deyotion he shows in pro- 
tection of our citizens. 


• "Instead. ..of the glorification of 


cowardly gangsters 
we need the 


glorification of policemen who do 
their duty and give their lives In 
public protection. 


"The 
police perform an unending 


task, not alone in the mothering of 
the children on our streets and In 
the good humored dissolution of traf- 
fic jams, but In this incessant war 
against criminals. 


Need Public Support 


"If the police had 
the vigilant, 


universal backing of public opinion 
in their communities, if they had 
the Implacable support .of the prose- 
cuting- authorities and the courts, If 
our criminal laws in their endeavor 
to protect the innocent did not fur- 
nish loopholes through which Irre- 
sponsible, yet clever, criminal law- 
yers daily find devices of escape for 
the guilty, I am convinced that our 
police would stamp out the excessive 
crime and remove the worldwide dis- 
repute which has disgraced some of 
our great cities. 


"The 
police by instinct are the en- 


emies 'of gang activities, robberies, 
hold-ups, and ruthless murder. But 
so long as criminals can 
proceed 


with the smug assurance that they 
can defeat the law there Is a con- 
stant discouragement to the police. 
I wonder at times that they main- 
tain the vigilance and courage they 
do against the odds with which they 
have to contend. 


"I extend to you my cordial good 


wishes for a helpful convention. I 
know there will emerge from col- 
lective council at your meeting an 
increased skill and resourcefulness 
and deeper devotion in advancement 
of public welfare. I look 
forward 


confidently to the day when the 
mor- 


al forces of every community will 
rally to your support In the fight 
against crime everywhere."

moves All Chances of 


Proving Tax Illegal 


Washington — C45)—The supreme 


court today refused to review its five 
to four decision of last term sustain- 
ing the Indiana tax on chain stores. 


The law compels chain stores to 


pay more for operating than Inde 
pendent firms. Lafayette A. Jackson, 
operating 323 stores in Indianapolis, 
brought suit, claiming the statute 
was unconstitutional. 


Unusual attention was attracted to 


'the case by protests on the growth 
of the chains, and by 
similar at- 


tempts at taxation in other states. 


Justice Roberts said, in presenting 


the majority opinion last year, that 
the case hinged upon the power of 
the legislature to classify businesses, 
so long as its action is not unreason- 
able and arbitrary. 


Holds Law Justified 


He took the view 
tl.at there Is 


enough difference 
in chain stores 


and independent units to justify the 
Indiana law. 


Justice Sutherland, In a dissenting 


opinion concurred In by Justices Mc- 
Reynolds, 
Van Devanter and But- 


ler, held the law discriminatory, and 
added: 


"The power to tax is the power to 


destroy; and this constitutes a. rea- 
son why that power, however, mod- 
erately exercised in given Instances, 
should be jealously confined to the 
limits set by the constitution." 


"The problem of taxation is fun- 


damental to- the very existence of 
the government of states," Justice 
Roberts said. "The fact that a stat- 
ute discriminates in favor of a cer- 
tain class does not make It arbitrary, 
if the discrimination Is founded upon 
a. reasonable distinction." 


Ruling on macintosh 


Pleas that the supreme court re- 


consider its stand that an applicant 
for citizenship must take an oath to 
fight, if necessary, for this country 
today failed. 


The decision ended hope that Prof. 


Douglas C. Macintosh of Tale, and 
Marie Averll Bland, 
former war 


nurse, might become citizens with- 
out talcing an unqualified 
oath to 


bear arms if called upon to do so by 
the government. Both are Canadi- 
ans. 


The five Justices who combined to 


refuse citizenship to the pair last 
term and the four who dissented.

. Many observers of business condi- 
tions, in diagnosing the possibilities of 
future progress, are prone to empha- 
size the need of a new large industry 
to take up the slack of employment 
and put capital into circulation. 


The argument is that production of 


customers has not kept pace with the 
production of goods, and that these 
new customers can be created only by 
some marvelous new invention which 
will develop fresh incentive to buy. 


These observers, some pessimistical- 


ly inclined, cannot envisage any new 
development comparable to the rail- 
way, automobile and radio industries 
which were the recuperative forces 
back of other business recoveries fol- 
lowing the depression of 1893, 1907 and 
1921. 


The magazine "Nation's Business," 


while agreeing that no single industry 
of sufficient magnitude to bring about 
a business revival is visible on the ho- 
rizon at the present time, does, how- 
ever, lend encouragement to the great 
potential possibilities of many innova- 
tions now under development, the ac- 
cumulative effect of which promises a 
new prosperity. 


Among noteworthy projects now in 


actual process of production, or in a 
high state of laboratory development • 
are: aluminum for framing tall build- 
ings, ankle-high radiators, glass brick 
to make "hung" buildings all window, 
new methods of house temperature reg- 
ulation, real wood that is flexible and 
can be cut with scissors, a new proc- 
ess of making copper harder than 
common steel, electric tow-boats oper- 
ated by remote control, television and 
many others. 


The laboratories of the country are 


busy and new ideas are surging forth in 
greater quantities than ever before. The 
need for new things to utilize surplus 
labor and create new markets will al- 
ways be powerful incentives for suc- 
cessful accomplishments. 


The possibilities are endless for a 


new product that will sweep the coun- 
try. In the intervening period await- 
ing its arrival, the aggregate of all new 
developments is important. 


BAD REFORMATORIES 


An Illinois legislative committee has 


found that half the boys in one state 
reformatory are there for minor of- 
fenses. They do not have criminal 
tendencies, are mentally normal and 
could be expected to go straight if 
properly dealt with. Because of inade- 
quate facilities, they are housed with 
mentally deficient boys and hardened 
criminals. Their future is very dark. 


The situation is not peculiar to this 


particular reformatory nor to Illinois. 
There are many communities in which 
there is similar illogical grouping of 
offenders. There is a good deal of con- 
fusion in the public mind about what 
should be cone with lawbreakers of any 
class. Therefore many wrong things 
are done for lack of clear purpose and 
understanding. 


The hopeful phase of the situation 


is the fact that it is being brought more 
frequently to public attention. The ad- 
ministrative officers of such institu- 
tions are becoming interested in better- 
ing conditions as are social workers. 
Incidentally, it is growing clear to the 
public consciousness that it costs ex- 
cessive sums to handle penal and re- 
form activities so poorly. 


OUR CALM STUDENTS 


Commenting on the student riots in 


China lately, and the frequency of such 
outbursts in foreign countries, the New 
York Times raises the question why 
there is so little violence of this kind 
in American universities. Its expla- 
nation of our freedom from such vio- 
lence is that our students arc "calm" 
about public affairs because "where 
there is full freedom of speech and 
opinion there is little inducement for 
violence." 


This is hardly a satisfactory expla- 


nation. In many of our colleges and 
jMiirwrft'tiet ther'' i* not "full freedom 


of speech and opinion." Radical move- 
ments are generally frowned upon. As 
for violence, there is plenty of that in 
connection with football celebrations 
and scraps between classes and rival 
colleges. Our students riot, but not 
about government. 


The fact;is that American students 


don't get excited about public affairs 
as foreign students do.* If they did, 
students being students the world over, 
they would probably express them- 
selves in riots. 


It has been said often that our stu- 


dents are less mature mentally than 
foreign students of the same age. This 
is evidently true of their political and 
economic thinking, at least. As a rule 
they take little interest in public affairs 
until they have left college, and then 
they are beyond the violent stage. 


BETTER TIMES COMING 


The following article perhaps aptly 


describes present day conditions. 
It 


reads: 


"It is a gloomy moment in history. 


Not many years—not in the lifetime of 
most men who read this paper—has 
there been so much grave and deep ap- 
prehension. In our own country there 
is universal commercial prostration and 
panic and thousands of our poorest fel- ' 
low-citizens are turned out against the 
approaching winter without employ- 
ment. 


"In France the political 
caldron 


seethes and bubbles with uncertainty. 
Russia hangs as usual like a cloud 
dark and silent upon the horizon of 
Europe; while all the energies, resourc- 
es and influences of the British empire 
are sorely tried, and are yet to be tried 
more sorely, in coping with the vast 
and deadly Indian insurrection, and 
with disturbed relations in China. 


"Of our own trouble no man can see 


the end. If we are only tb lose money 
and by painful poverty to be taught 
wisdom; no man need seriously des- 
pair. Yet the very haste to be rich, 
which is the occasion of this wide- 
spread calamity, Bas also tended to de- 
stroy the moral forces with Avhich we 
are to resist and 'subdue the calamity." 


The above is an excerpt from an ar- 


ticle printed in Harper's Weekly on 
October 10, 1857. While it is of little 
consolation to know that someone else 
went through a period of depression 
as we are doing now, nevertheless we 
can take heart from the -fact that the 
American people came out of the 1857 
recession and enjoyed a period of in- 
termittent prosperity for seventy years, 
and that the country developed in an 
amazing fashion, huge cities sprung 
up, a network of railroads was flung 
across the country, the Panama canal 
was built, the automobile 
industry 


came into being, and the radio was per- 
fected as was the airplane. Perhaps 
twenty years from now those of us that 
are living will look back upon the wails 
and moans of anguish being emitted 
now because of this temporary depres- 
sion and feel that we were making a 
mountain out of a molehill. Although 
there is some basis for proceeding cau- 
tiously we are suffering from an over- 
dose of timidity and "cold feet." 
We 


will come out of the present unhappy 
state of affairs far wiser and better 
businessmen. It is true we have been 
on a spending orgy but we are now 
sobering up and the wise man will put 
his affairs on a safe and sound basis 
in preparation for the business and in- 
dustrial revival that is sure to come. It 
is not America's destiny to stand still. 
We may be slowed up for a time but 
we will progress and fulfill our destiny 
as the world's greatest industrial and 
business power.

TEACHING ENGLISH 


The teaching of English In Porto Rico is a dif- 


ficult problem. Aside fiom the perplexities of 
method and technique in teaching the language 
to children "\\lio it serves no useful function as a 
medium of communication, thero are at present 
In the Porto Rican situation two other factors ot 
fundamental import. One of them, is the problem 
constituted by the lack of a sympathetic, willing 
acceptance by the people of Potto Rico of n, sec- 
ond language, and the other is the problem of 
providing a body of teachers \\ho know and use 
the English language •uith a fair degree of flu- 
ency and correctness. 


It Is said tliat we do not know how to teach 


English in Porto Rico. This docs not mean that 
all teachers lack the necessary command of Eng- 
lish to teach it well A number oC teachers use 
excellent English, and speak \vith ease and flu- 
ency. But this not tho rule, and thero is un- 
doubtedly lack of sympathetic teaching of Eng- 
lish, and unwillingness to accept it as a second 
language. 


Whether or not Porto Rico should be made to 


accept English is a problem ultimately for Porto 
Rico to decide. "Where a second language is 
taught, through tho medium of the public school, 
to an entire people, theie is always the possibility 
that this second language may become a rival to 
tho mother tongue. This arouses emotions 
grounded in affection for the mother tongue, and 
these aroused emotions f>et up antagonism to the 
second language. The more general and articulate 
this expression {«?, the greater its influence in 
retarding the.acceptance of llir> 'ccond language.

o mention rustling three square 
meals a day for her boy friend. 
Children and active young peo- 


ple, people who work or play hard 
every day, should use sugar freely 
f they like it or like sweet things. 
It is the best of energy foods— the 
finest fuel to put vim, vigor and vl- 
;ality into the consumer. Athletles, 
mountain climbers, marathon run- 
ners, men who do strenuous labor, 
all know that sugar in any form is 
the very best emergency ration when 
one is spent, utterly fatigued, ap- 
proaching exhaustion or collapse. 
Sugar in tea, a lump of milk choco- 
late, the natural sugar in a drink of 
orange juice or the natural sugar 
in a glass of milk, or the cane sugar 
In any of a score of soda fountain 
beverages, or a piece of candy car- 
ried in the pocket. It doesn't matter 
whether you depend on some raisins, 
gumdrops or a banana for your 
emergency ration, it tides you over 
just the same. 
Sedate, quiet, dignified, elderly folk 


ought to go easy with the sugar. 
Those of us who live by our wits and 
manage to shirk all honest work and 
dodge all active play, must be ab- 
stemious in the consumption of su- 
gar in any form. A sweet tooth is a 
grave handicap for a sedentary indi 
vidual—it leads many a victim 
straight into diabetes. 


Even a thirty-five year old youth 


who is much too stout must shun all 
sweets in any degree of profusion. Of 
course everybody, even a 
person 


with diabetes, must take some su- 
gar. But stout folk had better curb 
any special craving for sweets. 


There Is no evidence at all to sup- 


port the ancient theory that much 
sugar or sweet food was bad for the 
teeth of a child. We know now that 
such food is as good for the teeth 
as it is for the heart muscle or the 
muscles of the legs and arms. 


So I should advise my Iowa reader 


not to worry about the girl friend'; 
fondness for sugar, as long as she

But Moratorium Extension 


and Other Problems Must 


Be Settled First

Washington—(CPA)— Action has 


replaced mere talk and optimistic 
pronouncements. 
From now on 


events will move swiftly, so far as 
the government of the United States 
Is concerned, in protecting the eco- 
nomic situation at home and bolster- 
Ins up confidence In financial rela- 
tionships with the rest of the world, 
t- The most sensational development 
has not yet been made the subject 
of an official statement but has been 
authoritatively outlined to the press 
It is that once the extension of the 
•war debt moratorium is settled, the 
United States stands ready to revise 
downward for a. period of time the 
annual payments by the allied coun- 
tries. 
* This literally means revision of the 
•whole reparation and war debt prob- 
lem on the basis of "capacity to pa>" 
—the yardstick used before when the 
debts were funded but which must 
now be applied to a new set of cir- 
cumstances in a world economic up- 
heaval. 
•• President Hoover will take no stps 
and make no proposals about the 
debt problem until after he consults 
Premier Laval and learns the wishes 
of France. But in principle he knows 
now that France believes in some 
revision. Neither Mr. Hoover nor M. 
Laval "will bring up cancellation of 
war debts. That would not be ap- 
proved by congress or the French 
parliament. 


moratorium Problems 


The moratorium 
announcement 


last "June foreshadowed some read- 
justment of war debts. It was im- 
pulsively assumed by some 
Euro- 


peans as well as Americans that the 
moratorium 
meant 
cancellation 


Leaders of both the Republican and 
Democratic parties here frowned on 
such an idea. But the moratorium 
did mean that if Germany could not 
pay $400,000,000 this year she could 
not pay It nest year and now that 
Britain has had trouble with ster- 
ling exchange, the usual payments 
from London in gold must be reck- 
oned as out of the question. 
Nearly a billion dollars In short 


term credits advanced by American 
banks is tied up for a year or so in 
Germany and Britain. "With such a 
•vast sum hanging over the Ameri- 
can banking situation, the president 
views the whole situation realistical- 
ly as a practical problem of doing at 
once the things that will build and 
restore confidence. 


Must Solve Problems 


Mr. Hoover has been advised by 


the bankers who recently have been 
conferring with him that with the 
debt problem hanging over Europe 
and the United States something to 
clear the'air Is absolutely 
Impera- 


tive. The president has been In touch 
•with Ambassador Edge at Paris by 
telephone and has obtained some in- 
formal ideas of what M. Laval has 
in mind. 


The new national credit corpora- 


tion with Its pool of $500,000,000. 
which may reach to a billion, can 
function effectively only If the larg- 
er situations do not Impair its use- 
fulness. Thus the small banks of 
the country with slow assets have 
not been able without taking a 
loss to convert their holdings of for- 
eign bonds Into cash to pay depos- 
itors. The same holds true with le- 
spect to railroad bonds. That's why 
the president Is so interested In de- 
veloping a revolving fund of a half 
billion dollars 
either through 
the 


new national credit corporation or 
the proposed government finance 
corporation, patterned after the War 
Finance corporation, to take care of 
the railroad security problem. This 
Is vital because insurance companies 
and savings banks have so many bil- 
lions Invested In railroad securities. 


Count On Psychology 


- A 
relatively small 
fund 
and 


pledges of government cooperation 
In refinancing lailroads next year 
when so many bonds mature is ex- 
pected to have the psychological ef- 
fect necessary to improve tho -\\hole 
bond market. The latter Is in effect 
America's source of long term cred 
It and until that is improved a gen- 
eral improvement in business can- 
not take place. 


So the foieign and domestic situ- 


ations aie interwoven, and 
hence 


the announcement of the president's 
readiness to help the bankers of the 
countrv by assuung- them of a bet- 
ter relationship betw ecu the United 
States and Europe on war debts. It 
may be said that American bankeis 
bad no bus-ncss lending such bit? 
sums on short tcim ciedit to Europe 
but the fact is they have loaned a 
billior dollai s and it Is a 
conclit on 


and not a thcoiy that confronts the 
president. So also with i-cspect to 
slow assets in countiy banks. Mis- 
takes have been made but the prob- 
lem Is how to prevent the greater 
damage that comes from a seepage 
In public confidnce. 


The debt question 
will not bp 


settled quicklj. The president first 
must reach an understanding with 
M. Laval on the moratorium exten- 
sion. It may be that the decisions 
will'be to forgot the moratorium and 
go directly to the problem of revis- 
ing war 
debt 
payments, 
though 


members of congress will unques- 
tionably insist that a moratorium of 
two or three years would be better 
than any attempt to revise •nar debts 
on capacity to pay in a disturbed 
economic woild. 


May Favor Extension 


If Mr. Hoover cannot get agree- 


ment for an immediate conference to 
revise debts, he no doubt will con- 
sent to moratorium extension as the 
best obtainable, but he is counting 
on a rising public sentiment In fa- 
vor of getting acme revision of war 
debts definitely under -nay so it «ill 
not be constantly plaguing the prin- 
cipal nations of the world and their 
finances.

the country over are 
cultivating 


educators," he said. "The commer- 
cial group are under attack and if 
they can show a fine service 
to 


educators they can use this as an 
argument that education needs no 
channels of Its own but can be serv- 
ed adequately by existing commer- 
cial stations. 


"If educators are 
lulled into a 


false sense of security 
by these 


gestures, and once are retired from 
operating their 
own broadcasting 


stations, the programs likely will be 
arranged to suit 
the plans 
and

MANICURE YOUR 


NAILS AT HOME 


TO ECONOMIZE

Tou can save money by man! r- 


Inj? your own finger nails, and the 
new complete manicure beauty boxes 
make the job so simple that your 
weekly manicure becomes a pleasure 
instead of a dread ordeal. 


Buy a box which contains every- 


thing you need for a complete mani- 
cure. It's much easier than having 
a lot of separate boxes, for now and 
then one of them, gets lost, and if 
your manicure Isn't spoiled, your 
disposition 
certainly 
Is. 
Any- 


way, the boxes sre so attractive that 
they are an asset to your dressing 
table aside from the fact that th->y 
are so practical. 


You probably have a 
favorite 


brand of manicure preparations, but 
if you've failed to find one which 
suits you, experiment with a fpw 
until you do. Then buy a complete 
outfit of that brand. 


The box should contain 
emery 


boards, orange sticks, absorbent cot- 
ton, cuticle remover, polish 
1 pol- 


ish remover, nail white, and perhaps 
a dry polish besides. 


The newer boxes omit the cuticle 


remover and give you a "nail liquid," 
which is a preparation 
containing 


oil, soap, a substance which removes 
cuticle, and an antiseptic. The nail 
liquid comes in an attractive bottle 
together with a little metal contain- 
er which has a rubber top with a 
hole in the center. 


You pour some of the liquid Into 


the container and after you have 
filed and shaped the first nail, you 
put your finger into the hole (the 
rubber stretches to fit any finger 
and none of the liquid runs down on 
your hand) and let It soak until the 
next finger is done. 
Then you go 


back to the first finger, remove the 
container and push back all the cu- 
ticle with an • orange stick. 
Now 


place the container on the 
finger 


you have Just finished and go on to 
the next. 


By the time your filing Is com- 


pleted, each finger will be treated 
for cuticle and you'll be ready to 
use the nail white and the polish. 
It's a time saver and it's just as eco- 
nomical as the "old-fashioned" cu- 
ticle remover. You don't have to buy 
a new container very often, as the 
rubber on the top Is the only thing 
which can wear out, and It Is made 
of an excellent grade of rubber. You 
simply buy refills for the nail liquid 
bottle. 


There are boxes of "nail white 
strings" which can be purchased at 
any beauty parlor. They are easier 
to use than the paste which you rub 
•under your nails with an 
orange 


stick. The strings are about 
five 


Inches long and are treated with a 
nail white preparation. You simply 
take one, soak it in warm water for 
a few seconds, fasten 
one end to 


something stationary, hold the other 
end with one hand, rub back and 
forth on the string underneath the 
nails on the free hand. The process 
of using a nail liquid and nail white 
strings is really Intriguing. When 
you buy your next manicure box, 
see that it contains both.

State of Trade Still Unsat- 


isfactory,*Most Trad- 


ers Believe

Encouraged as the Wall Street spe- 
culative fraternity Is by last week's 
turn'of events and by the action of 
th« jstock market, it entertains no 
illusions. It is realized that the re- 
bound in stocks was in part, 
at 
least, the result of short covering 
and that even at its best it repre- 
sented not much more than might 
have been expected after so drastic 
a decline, once any favorable news 
had been received. 
It is understood that the state of 


trade is still unsatisfactory, 
that 


there are dividend reductions and 
omissions yet to come, that earn- 
ings statements for the third quar- 
ter will make poor reading and that 
there is no basis for any unbridled 
speculation for the advance. It is 
admitted that there is no public in- 
terest in the market, so far as car- 
rying stocks on margin is concern- 
ed. 
In fact, that contingent was 


further reduced by Monday's col- 
lapse, when accounts were closed 
out which had hung on for two 
years throughout the bear market. 
The cut in brokers' loans last week 
of |171,000,000 on top of all the pre- 
vious reductions Is a pretty good in- 
dication of what happened. 


Favor Buying Side 


At the same time the professional 


operators who dominate the proceed- 
ings on the exchange are almost a 
unit in the belief that the only 
profit lies on the buying side. Some 
of them hesitate to be quoted 
to 


that effect. They expect that there 
•will be constructive developments 
affecting the railroad shares and at 
the weekend these were favored ov- 
er Industrials. Just what these de- 
velopments will be Is not so posi- 
tively stated. Some look for a fav- 
orable decision by the Inter-state 
commission on the rate case; oth- 
ers believe there will be a wage re- 
duction and still others- pin their 
faith to assistance from the agen- 
cies to be organized under Presi- 
dent Hoover's credit 
relief 
plan. 


Whatever the foundation is, there 
can be no mistaking the undertone 
of confidence now in evidence—con- 
trasting so strikingly with the feel- 
Ing of only a week ago with regard 
to the future of railroad securities. 


It is believed the short interest in 


the market is still 
large notwith- 


standing the- covering that went on 
this week. It is interesting to note 
the attitude 
taken towards short 


selling at this stage. The expecta- 
tion is that congress will authorize 
an investigation of the stock 
ex- 


change and that an attempt will be 
made to legislate against the prac- 
tice of short selling. Any such In- 
vestigation "will find the exchange 
authorities equipped with all 
the 


data covering operations during the 
latest phase of the bear market. 
Last week's-ruling requiring mem- 
ber houses to inform floor represen- 
tatives whether a selling order was 
for a long or short account enabled 
the committee to keep in hourly 
touch with speculation for the de- 
cline. 


The Street would regard a per- 


manent ban on short selling as lit- 
tle less than a disaster. The average 
trader hesitates to buy in anything 
but what he calls a "free market." 
On the other hand, recent e\ents 
have converted a considerable min- 
ority to the view that theoretical 
advantages urged in favor of short 
selling are not as great as they 
were supposed to be.

men who received relief to work cut- 
ting timber from

lands. 


Oconto purchased etumpage from 
private owners and logs were cut 
into fuewood and either cold on the 
market or given to poor families. 


In Ashland, Khinelander, Antigo, 


Rice Lake timber was hauled to 
vacan^ lots where men receiving aid 
from the city were required to saw 
and split wood by hand. Rhinelander 
cuts timbers into railroad ties, fence 
posts and cord wood. More than $3,- 
000 was realized from wood opera- 
tions besides furnishing poor fami- 
lies with free fuel. Ashland 
sold 


about $1,600 wort hof firewood in 
addition to giving: much of at to 
poor families.

Oneida-co cleared, grubbed 
and 


broke 100 acres of delinquent tax 
land which was turned over to the 
county poor farm, while Douglas- 
co operated an abandoned sawmill 
sawed lumber for sale and for use 
by county institutions.

along a river for a park. 


Milwaukee-co gave employment to 


hundreds of men by advancing con-
